in reply to the Office Action dated February 2!, 2003, Applicant hereby 
elect the Species a), Claims 1, 3-5 and 16, for prosecution in the subject 
application. Applicant notes that only Cairns 3-5 are listed under Species a) ,n 
the Office Action; however, i, is also noted that presently pending cla.ms 1 and 
16 were not listed under any of thespecies in the Office Action. It is believed 
thlt Cairns 1 and 16 are generic to the listed species, 'and thus claims 1 and 16 
should belncluded with claims 3-5 in Species a). Based on a telephone call 
between Applicant's representative and SPE W. Korzuch in early March, 2003 
(Examiner Psitos was out of the office during that time due to a fam.ly 
emergency), SPE W. Korzuch indicated that claim 1 appears to be genenc to 
each of the species. Since Cairn 16 basically recites the features of claim 1, 
but as a sequence of steps, it is submitted that claim 16 is also genenc. 

Applicant, of course, reserves the right to file a divisional application 
covering the subject matter of the non-elected claims. 
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Receipt of the initial Office Action on the merits is awaited.
